No. 26-10/89-PCL—in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 18 read with section 8 of the Pharmacy Act, 1948 
(8 of 1948), the Pharmacy Council of India with the ap¬ 
proval of the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing regulations regulating Group Saving Insurance for the 
Empolyecs of the Pharmacy Council of India, namely:— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Pharmacy 

Council of India’s Employees Group Savings Insu¬ 
rance Regulations 1991 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. DEFINITIONS: Unless the context otherwise re¬ 
quires,— 

(a) “annual renewal date” means in relation to these 

regulations tsie 18to rune i>ni and me Istti day of 
June in cadi subsequent year. 

(b) “assurance” means the assurance to be effective on 
the life of the Member. 


4. ELIGIBILITY : 

(1) Regular employees who are aged not less than 18 
years and not more than 58 or 60 years as the case may be 
shall be eligible to join the group insurance. 

(2) Present employees in the above category may joint the 
group insurance as from the date of commencement of these 
regulations. 

(3) It shall be a condition of service that present em¬ 
ployee who are not within the above category and all future 
employees must join the group insurance on the re’ev-nt 
Entry dates as soon as they satisfy the conditions of eligi¬ 
bility. 

(4' No member shall withdraw from the group insurance 
while he is st.iT an eligible employee satisfying the condi¬ 
tions of eligibility described above. 


1. EVIDENCE OF AGE: 

The Br pi oyer slia.11 arrange to obtain satisfactory evi¬ 
dence of age in respect of each member at the time of his 
entry Into the group insurance. 


6 . EVIDENCE CF HEALTH: 


(c) “beneficiary” means in relation to a member, the 
person or persons who has , have been appointed by 
him in terms of these regulations to receive the 
benefits in the event of his death whilst being in¬ 
sured. 

(d) “CORPORATION” means the Life Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of India; 

(e) “EMPLOYER” means the Pharmacy Council of 
India; 

(f) “entry date” means in relation to the members 
admitted to the group insurance on the date of 
commencement, the said date of commencement 
and fb) in relation to new members to be admitted 
to tile group insurance after the commencement 

date, the annual renewal date which is coincident 
with or which immediately next follows on which 
they become eligible. 

(g) “member” means the employee of the Employer 
who has been admitted to the benefits under the 
regulations; 

(h) “terminal date” means in respect of each member, 
the annual renewal date which is coincident with 
or next following the date on which the member 
attains the age of normal retirement age or on 
cessation of service whichever is earlier. If the 
member is granted extension in service after the 
age of 58 and 60 years or Group A. B, C and D 
and Scientific and Technical personnel respectively, 
the terminal date shall mean the date of cessation 
of service, or the annual renewal date which is 
coincident with or next following the date on 
which the member completes the age of 60 or 62 
years, whichever is earlier. It is further provided 
that since the superannuation age of Group ‘D’ and 
Scientific /Technical personnel 60 years, the group 
insurance shall operate for them also upto the age 
of 60 years. 

(i) “running account” means the account to be main¬ 
tained bv the Corporation in favour of the Em¬ 
ployee to which will be credited the premiums re¬ 
maining in respect of the members after utilising 
sue', nart as is required to provide life assurance 
benefits. 

3. The Employer will act for and on behalf of the mem¬ 
bers tn all makers relating to these regulations and every 
act done by, agreement made will and notice given to the 
Corporation shall be binding on the members. 


Evidenc? of insurability in the form and manner required 
by the Corporation will have to be submitted in respect of 
each member before he is admitted to the group insurance. 

7. CONI RIEUTIONS: 

11) Every member shall pay a monthly contribution ac¬

The contribution shall commence on the entry date and 
continue until the terminal date or otherwise as sepcified in 
the Regulations. 

<2) The Employer shall recover the contribution in res¬ 
pect of all the members from their salaries and remit the 
same in full on the due date i.e. 18 of each month to the 
Corporation for providing benefits in accordance with the 

regulations. 

(3) A part of die contribution as may be fixed by the 
corporation at an interval of 3 years expressed as a uniform 
average amount per member determine on the basis of the 
age distribution of all the members, shall be utilised lo pro¬ 
vide for each member life assurance benefit as mentioned 
in regulation 8. The life assurance benefit will become pay¬ 
able upon the death of the member whilst being insured 
under the regulations.

The batance of the contri¬ 
bution shall be credited to a running account to be main¬ 
tained by the Corporation in favour of the Employer for 
providing the benefits described in regulation 8 to the mem¬ 
bers. The Corporation shall allow interest on the balance in 
the running account at the agreed rate. 

8. BENEFITS; 

(1) On death of the member before the terminal date : 

The life assurance benefit categorywise i.e. Group A, B. C, 
and D- Rs. 30 000/-. Rs. 30000/-, Rs. 15 000/- and 
Rs 15 000/- respectively together with the amount to the 
credit of the member in the running account as on the date 
of his death as determined in the manner referred to ire 
regulations (2) shall become payable to the beneficiary. 
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( 2 ) On reaching terminal date of or earlier cessation of 
service other than death : 

The total amount to the credit of the member in the run¬ 
ning account as shall be determined by the Corporation hav¬ 
ing regard to the entry date, the amounts credited to the 
running account from time-to-time, the rate of interest and 
the date of exist shall become payable to the member. 


8A. Revision in life assurance benefits 


The amount of life assurance benefit in respect of each 
member due to change in category, shall be revised only on 
the “annual renewal date” immediately next following the 
change of category. 


9. TERMINATION OF MEMBERSHIP: 

(1) The membership of the group insurance in respect of 
member shall terminate upon the happening of any of the 
following events :— 

(a) Member ceasing to be in the service of the Em¬ 
ployer. 

(b) Member reaching the terminal date. 

(2) Upon termination of membership, the life assurance 
benefit of the member shall cease forthwith and the amount 
at his credit in the running account as determined in regula¬ 
tion 8(2) shall become payable. 


10. RESTRAIN ON ANTICIPATION OR ENCUMBE-

The benefits under the group insurance are strictly per¬ 
sonal and cannot be assigned, charged or elienated in any 
way. 

11. MASTER POLICY 

The Corporation shall issue a Master Policy to the Em¬ 
ployer incorporating the terms and conditions under which 
the benefits are assured. 

12. APPOINTMENT OF BENEFICIARY: 

Every member shall at the time of entry into the group 
insurance appoint one or more of his wife or Child/ 
Children or dependents to be his beneficiary or beneficiaries 
in the prescribed proforma and file it with Employer. If a 
member does not nave a wife or child/children or depen¬ 
dents then he shall appoint his legal representative to be the 
beneficiary. In the event of death of the member, the bene¬ 
fits in respect of him will be paid to the beneficiary or bene¬ 
ficiaries appointed by him. 

13 AMENDMENT OR DISCONTINUANCE OF 
SCHEME: 

The Employer may discontinue the group insurance at 
any time subject to 3 months previous notice being given to 
the members and the Corporation and the discontinuance 
shall be effective from the 1st of the month co-incident with 
or following the expiry of the notice period.
